The number of affairs increases this 
week and reaches a peak in the third 
and fourth weeks of the month when, 
by one* count, the stockholders of at 
least 145 companies listed on the New 
York or American exchanges gather 
on April 24. 
As usual, only a tiny percentage of 
shareholders 
will 
attend 
most 
meetings, just as only a relative few 
will do much with the annual report 
except use it to stir the air in the stuffy 
auditorium. 
The number who will ask a question 
from the floor will constitute an even 
more infinitestimal fraction. Almost 
no business will be conducted that has 
not, because of planning and legal 
requirements, been agreed upon in 
advance. 
lf a fired-up stockholder mistakenly 
assumes he can sound off as he pleases 
in this world of corporate democracy 
he is soon disabused of the notion when 
he finds his microphone turned off on 
orders of the chairman. 
What purpose then, other than to 
observe a traditional rite of spring, is 
served by the annual meeting? Very 
little, say some corporate leaders, ex­ 
cept to irritate them, use up their time, 
and appease some windy discontents. 
Too often, they say, a professional

Miss Sayre’s own prescription for 
reporting demands physical presence 
at a happening, a demonstration or a 
riot; her quoted conversations come 
from a postive genius for accurate 
eavesdropping. Sometimes the con­ 
versations bore, but it is not Miss 
Sayre’s fault. After all, the radicals of 
the Sixties became tin* most cliche- 
addicted bunch we have ever had, with 
their“right-ons” and their endlessly 
repetitive references to a couple of 
functions that are as old as tlx* animal 
kingdom. 
I like the quality of Miss Sayre’s 
reporting because, in a frenzy of 
honesty, she has recently revisited the 
scenes of tin* Sixties and done some 
pieces labeled “hindsight.” Thus she 
forces herself to confront a botched 
revolution. When she revisited Yale 
some months after tin* May, 1970 
uprising in behalf of Bobby Seale and 
the Black Panthers, “it seemed as 
though there had never been a strike.”

Under what conditions is X-ray 
treatment used for a tumor instead of 
surgery?

Dear Mr. U.: 
Some special tumors are known to be 
highly radio-sensitive, and disappear 
when they are bombarded with cobalt 
radiation. 
Others are radio-resistant and are 
not affected by radiation. These 
tumors are therefore removed by 
surgery. 
TTiere are other factors in the 
decision to use surgery, X-ray 
radiation, or a combination of both. 
The location of the tumor and 
possible pressure on vital structures 
often determine the technique to be 
used by the doctor and the surgeon. 
Their judgment must be followed. 
Patients are not in a position to un­ 
derstand the many aspects involved in 
a surgeon’s conclustion. Therefore, 
patients cannot make their own choice 
in these m atters.

—“Excessive soil moisture brought 
field work to a virtual standstill in 
A rkansas, Louisiana and M issis­ 
sippi . . . many farm ers were con­ 
cerned that flooded lowland acreage 
would not dry out in time to plant cot­ 
ton.” 
—“In the north central states, field 
work was restricted by rains and 
muddy fields. Only in North Dakota. 
Minnesota, and Wisconsin were farm ­ 
ers able to get an early start on tilling 
and small grain seeding. 
“Spring plowing and small grain 
seeding were behind normal in all 
other Corn Belt states. Only limited 
field work on higher elevation soil was 
evident in the eastern Corn Belt.

Answers To Questions 


About Social Security 


Colleges Ponder Drop In Enrollment 


(Q. I My brother, who’s 49, can’t 
work because of a heart condition. He 
gets income every month from a small 
apartment that he rents, and he claims 
he can’t get disability benefits from 
social security because of this rental 
income. Is he right? 
(A.) No. Even though your brother has 
rental income, he can get monthly 
social security disability payments if 
he is found eligible for them, Have. 
your brother call, write, or visit any 
social security office as soon as 
possible to apply. 
(Q.) My father will soon be 65 and he’s 
trying to decide whether he wants 
medical insurance coverage under 
Medicare. Would medical insurance 
help pay for medical services he might 
receive in a hospital even though he 
was not admitted to the hospital as a 
bed patient? 
(A.) Yes. Medical insurance helps pay 
for outpatient hospital services such as 
laboratory and other diagnostic ser­ 
vices, X-ray and other radiology 
services, emergency room services, 
and medical supplies such as splints 
and casts. 
If your father wants any more in­ 
formation about Medicare, he should 
call, write, or visit any social security 
office. 
(Q.) I ’m 63, and I’ve worked part time 
ever since I was married over 30 years 
ago. My husband is only 62 and doesn’t 
plan to retire until he’s 65. Do I have to 
wait until he retires to get monthly 
social security payments? 
(A.) Probably not. You can collect 
monthly checks now on your own 
earnings record if your work was 
covered by social security and you 
earned enough credits to qualify. You 
should get in touch with the social 
security office for this district, at 606 
Cental Center in Chillicothe.

NEW YORK (AP) — The end of the 
draft, higher fees and tuitions and a 
phenomenon called “ stopping out” are 
causing a dramatic slowdown in en­ 
rollment growth at the nation’s 
colleges and universities. 
A recent analysis of enrollment data 
by the National Education Assoc iation 
suggested enrollments would decline 
for seven years after 1978, with only 
moderate increases until then. 
I,ast fall, 8.3 million students were in 
college but the 180,000 new students 
represented only a 2 per cent increase 
over 1971 abd the smallest annual 
jump since 1957. 
One reason for the decline may be 
changing attitudes towards higher 
education. 
New Jersey’s Education Chancellor 
Ralph 
A. 
Dungan 
labels 
the 
phenomenon “ stopping out.” He refers 
to young people taking leave of the 
classroom to 
“ get their heads 
together” by traveling or working. 
This tendency to “ stop out” may be 
encouraged by liberalized policies at a 
number of four-year schools per­ 
mitting deferred admission for fresh­ 
men and guaranteed readmission to 
upperclass students. 
Dr. John R. Tabb, director of in­ 
stitutional studies at Old Dominion 
University, said he thought college 
costs and lack of pressure from the 
draft were key factors in enrollment 
dropoff. 
Census Bureau figures back him up, 
showing college attendance among 
young men fell to the lowest level in 
eight years last fall. 
Money also appears to be a factor in 
the enrollment trend. 
The Carnegie Commission on Higher 
Education noted applications to eight 
Ivy Iieague colleges rose sharply in 
1971 after declining the previous year. 
At the same time state universities 
received the fewest freshmen ap­ 
plications in 19 years. 
The commission interpreted these 
conflicting events as indicating well- 
to-do families amid afford the $5,000 
annual cost of educating their children 
at Ivy league schools but the $2,000 
annual cost for a student living at a 
state university was “ out of reach for 
many middle-income families.” 
Historically, the United States has 
had an increasing proportion of its 
colleges-age population at colleges or

Windfall 
Explained 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio’s 
economy <k*pends in part on how many 
autos roll off the assembly line in 
Detroit, the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee was told Tuesday. 
Finance Department officials used 
that reasoning to explain how the 
personal income tax will bring in an 
unexpected $118 million over tile next 
two years while sales tax receipts will 
fall $45 million. 
John Bowman of tile Department of 
Taxation said Detroit is headed for its 
third record breaking sales year and 
[Mist history indicates sales will fall 
during the next two years. 
'Die reason for the income tax 
windfall, Tax Commissioner Robert J. 
Kosydar said, is because 
“ the 
economy is growing at a faster rate 
than we originally estim ated.” 
Kosydar said the original estimates 
for the $9.7 billion budget for the next 
biennium was made in January, using 
figures arrived at in November. 
Gov. John J. Gilligan has proposed 
spending half of tile new money, $55 
million, for local public* schools and 
$34.7 million for universities. The rest 
would go to service programs. 
He asked that the $13.7 million 
surplus in welfare payments be left 
within the Department of Welfare to 
boost tin* level of support for Aid to 
Dependent Children recipients. 
The extra money in welfare, he said, 
came about because of fewer AIK’ 
recipients.

FINDLAY, Ohio (AP) — When 30 
northwestern Ohio families travelled 
to Wounded Knee, S.D., six years ago 
to build a church, they never expected 
their teepee-type temple to be the site 
of a 1973 Indian uprising. 
One hundred 
persons, 
m ostly 
members of the East Foulke Avenue 
Church of God of Findlay, spent a hot 
July in 1967 nailing together telephone 
poles to form the octagonal church 
which housed negotiations between 
Indians and government officials at 
embattled Wounded Knee reservation. 
“The uprising came as a kind of 
surprise to all of us. It is such a small 
community. From what I read, and 
knowing the people there, those who 
are causing this uprising had to come 
in from some place else,” said Earl F. 
lYuitt, the construction leader. 
Phyllis Miles, whose husband and 
three daughters travelled west for the 
project, said, “ It is a shame they live 
the way they do. I thought it was unfair 
things couldn’t be done to help them. 
“ I feel they have been wronged.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Battelle 
Memorial Institute Tuesday an­ 
nounced a $25 million research project 
geared to finding new energy sources. 
Battelle President Sherwood L. 
Fawcett said the project will focus on 
new ways of synthesizing coal into gas, 
and on uses of solar energy. 
The study was announced to a 
private meeting of Ohio congressional 
leaders earlier this week. It came just 
as a task force of the House Science 
and Astronautics Committee reported 
the nation must be ready to spend an 
extra $1 billion a year to develop new 
energy sources. 
The task force said coal promises to 
be the best short-term solution to the 
energy crisis. Coal reserves in the U.S. 
are estimated at 1.6 trillion tons, 
enough to last 800 years. 
Fawcett said that although coal is 
plentiful, the electric utilities industry 
is turning to oil as the quickest and 
most certain way to meet air pollution 
standards. 
Consequently, “ the United States is 
rapidly approaching a critical energy 
situation domestically that will con­ 
tinue for the next 20 years,” he said. 
Fawcett said the technological 
discoveries from the study would bt 
made available for general use. 
Battelle is currently using a $4 million 
grant from the Department of the 
Interior for research in the same area. 
Battelle is a multinational or­ 
ganization devoted to scientific 
research and development. Its main 
offices are in Columbus.

Kleindienst Defends Use O f Privileges 


This column of questions and an­ 
swers on federal tax matters is pro­ 
vided by the local office of the U.S. In­ 
ternal Revenue Service and is pub­ 
lished as a public service to taxpayers. 
The column answers questions most 
frequently asked by taxpayers. 
iQ) Because my husband and I both 
work, we have a maid come in to clean 
up and to be there when our child 
comes home from school. Can we 
deduct the maid’s salary as a child 
care expense? 
(A) You can deduct expenses for 
ordinary and usual household services 
if they are employment related and if 
you meet the other requirements for 
this deduction. 
For more information on these re­ 
quirements, see IRS Publication 503, 
"Child Care and Disabled Dependent 
Care.” It’s available free by writing 
your Internal Revenue District office. 


(Qi I pay my sister $10 a week to 
take care of my child while I go out to 
work. Are these payments deductible 
as child care expenses? 
(A) No. Payments made to relatives 
or dependent household members may 
not be included in computing the child 
care deduction. Such persons include: 
children, stepchildren, brothers or 
sisters, stepbrothers or stepsisters, 
parents, stepparents, nephews or 
nieces, aunts or uncles and in-la ws. 


(Qi What kind of medical expenses 
are deaf persons likely to deduct? 
(A) Some medical expenses deaf 
persons are likely to deduct include: 
payments for hearing aids and com­ 
ponent parts; guide dog expenses; the 
cost of sending a deaf person to school 
to learn to lip-read ( including meals 
and lodging); and the cost of special 
telephone equipment which enables a 
deaf person to communicate ef­ 
fectively over a regular telephone via 
converted teletype signals. 
Among the other items that may be 
deducted as medical expenses are un­ 
reimbursed medical insurance pre­ 
miums (one-half, up to $150, directly, 
the balance subject to the general lim­ 
itations on medical expenses) and bus 
and taxi fares or the cost of driving to 
and from the doctor. 
Remember medical expenses are 
deductible only if you itemize and, 
except for the special rule for medical 
insurance premiums, may be deducted 
only to the extent they exceed three 
per cent of your income. For more in­ 
formation, see IR S Publication 502, 
“ Deduction for Medical and Den bi I 
Kxpenses.” .lust ase the order blank on 
the back of your tax forms package to 
obtain a free copy.

(A) If you qualify, you can deduct as 
moving expenses: I) travel expenses 
Rhodes Bid 
For Office 
Said Illegal 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - If former 
Ohio Gov. James A. Rhodes makes a 
bid for a third term next year, it will 
violate the “ probable intention” of 
Ohio voters who approved a limitation 
on gubernatorial terms in 1!)54, Atty. 
Gen. William J. Brown said Monday. 
In a brief filed with tile Ohio 
Supreme Court, Brown compared the 
mood in Ohio with regard to guber­ 
natorial terms with the mood in the 
nation to limit presidential terms 
following President Roosevelt’s ad­ 
ministration. 
He noted the gubernatorial term 
limitation was approved in the middle 
of former Gov. Frank I -i use lie's fourth 
term. 
"It would have been natural for the 
fieople of Ohio to relate the amend­ 
ment upon which they were voting with 
the federal amendment and presume 
they were imposing a similar, though 
less harsh, restriction,” the brief 
argued. 
Ohio’s constitution currently limits 
governors to two terms, hut it doesn’t 
specify whether the terms must Ik* 
served consecutively or concurrently. 
Attorneys for both sides have con­ 
ceded the language of the law is vague 
hi the extreme. 
Oral arguments on the case are to In* 
heard by the justices April 18. 
Rhodes was governor from 1963 to 
1971. On Jan. 24. he attempted to file 
|KatitioiLS for the 1974 GOP guber­ 
natorial primary only to he rebuffed on 
the constitutional question by Sec­ 
retary of State Ted VV Brown.

Lawyer Says McCord Knows No High-Level Conspirators 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Jam es W. 
McCord’s lawyer says the convicted 
Watergate conspirator has no direct 
knowledge that any high-level official 
in President Nixon’s reelection effort 
knew of plans to bug Democratic 
headquarters. 
Talking to newsmen Monday, at­ 
torney Bernard W. Fensterwald in­ 
dicated that most of McCord’s second­ 


hand information about planning the 
Watergate bugging operation came 
from G. Gordon Liddy, former counsel 
to the Committee for Re-election of the 
President. 
Liddy was convicted with McCord, 
former security chief for the cam­ 
paign, as a result of the wiretapping. 
But, unlike McCord, Liddy has refused 
to talk about Watergate with a federal 


grand jury. 
Several stories based on news leaks 
have said 
McCord told a Senate 
committee 
investigating 
Watergate 
that various highlevel officials in the 
Nixon campaign and in the White 
House were at least aware of plans to 
wiretap Democratic headquarters in 
the Watergate building last June.

Haldeman, former Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell and White House Counsel 
John W. Dean III, namd in various 
news accounts, have denied any ad­ 
vance knowledge. 
Fensterwald said McCord has first­ 
hand knowledge about much on which 
he has testified, but does not know for a 
fact whether anyone higher than Liddy 
in the reselection apparatus was in- 
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volved. 
The lawyer said McCord testified for 
2 4 hours Monday and has given the 
grand jury enough information to lead 
to indictment of two more persons. 
Fensterwald did not name them, but 
indicated he was referring to two men 
who came to Washington from Miami 
with four Watergate defendants during 
the planning stage of the operation.

“ We’re not a bit optimistic,” Bob 
Davis, Hamilton County agricultural 
extension agent, reported Tuesday 
night as he prepared for the freezing 
weather. 
Skies cleared over Ohio today as the 
storm that brought snow to the state 
Tuesday moved northeastward out of 
New England early today. Partly- 
doudy skies were forecast for the state 
today, with lingering snow flurries 
ending in the northeast. 
Highs were expected to range from 
the upper 30s to low 40s and lows 
tonight are expected to dip to freezing. 
Warmer weather is forecast for the 
weekend with highs in the 50s Friday 
and 60s Sunday. 
Highs Tuesday were mostly in the 
30s, about 15 to 25 degrees below 
normal for this time of year. Most 
parts of the state reported traces of 
snow, although about an inch fell in 
higher elevations east of Cleveland to 
Youngstown.

William Proxmire, D-Wis., said today 
the U.S. intelligence community 
employs about 148,000 persons and 
spends about $6.2 billion each year. 
Renewing his call for drastic cuts in 
the cost of American spying and covert 
activities overseas, Proxmire urged 
James Schlesinger, new Central In­ 
telligence Agency director, to make 
public the government’s entire in­ 
telligence budget, which always has 
been secret. 
Proxmire said he is not opposed to a 
first-rate 
American 
intelligence 
operation but does believe the in­ 
telligence establishment has swollen 
out of proportion to national defense 
needs and that congressional controls 
and restraints on it have eroded. 
He said his cost and manpower 
estimates are not based on classified 
or official sources and noted that they 
depict the CIA as smaller in both 
personnel and budget than at least 
three other U.S. intelligence groups.

Zucchini grows as a bush 
rather than as a sprawling 
vine, requiring little space. 
The more you pick the more 
will grow. 
The Fell cahrt (with the 
price per packet of seeds) 
begins with tomatoes (50 
cents), squash (35 cents) and 
bell peppers (35 cents) and 
ends with cucumbers (35 
cents), which require the 
most space. 
Cucumbers, 
however, may be grown on a 
trellis to save room. 
In between are 
early 
cabbage, looseleaf lettuce, 
bush beans, red beets, carrots 
and spinach, 35 cents each. 
Bush beans are almost 
foolproof if planted after 
danger of frost. They’re quick 
to mature and planted at two 
month 
intervals 
provide 
several crops. 
An excellent lettuce for 
beginners is the loose-leaf 
type such as Black Seeded 
Simpson, ready within 45 
days of sowing. 
Early summer cabbage 
may be sown directly in the 
garden or started indoors to 
get a head start. To deter 
insect pests, plant colorful 
marigolds next to them The 
odor in marigold leaves 
apparently repels harmful 
pests. 
Beets mature within 50 
days and tops are edible as 
greens. Three plantings a 
year are possible from one 
packet by sowing two months 
apart. Beets may be stored 
over winter in sand in a cool 
basement. 
Spinach is so hardy it can 
be planted as soon as the 
ground can be worked in 
spring. 
A packet of carrot seed 
produces hundreds of carrots, 
which you can plant in a 
broad swath to get more per 
square foot. They also will 
store over winter. 
Tomatoes and peppers are 
the only varieties featured 
that need starting indoors to 
get plants big enough to 
transplant after frost danger 
ends. You could buy seedlings 
at a small additional cost. 
The same goes for peppers. 
Empty milk cartons filled 
with planting soil are ideal for 
starting tomatoes and pep­ 
pers indoors. 
To get full value from the 
space occupied by a Victory 
Garden, plan some mid­ 
summer plantings for fall 
harvesting. 
Cauliflower, 
broccoli and brussel sprouts 
are best grown as a fall crop 
from seed sown in mid­ 
summer. 
The Garden Bureau has 
more advice. Peas, lettuce, 
radish and spinach are 
examples of cool weather 
vegetables, to be planted 
early. Tomatoes, cucumbers, 
peppers, melons and sweet 
corn dote on heat. 
Mulching between rows 
with grass clippings, black 
plastic or shredded leaves or 
hay is a good labor-saving 
practice. Not only will it keep 
down weeds, but it will 
conserve moisture in the soil.

After 
consultation with seed in­ 
dustry leaders, who support 
the bureau, Fell prepared a 
garden 
plan 
containing 
vegetable varieties “ that are 
both productive and easy to 
grow anywhere in the United 
States.” 
The garden, just IO feet 
wide by 16 feet deep, will fit 
into the average backyard 
with room to spare. Seed cost 
for the IO varieties featured— 
tomatoes, squash, peppers, 
cabbage, lettuce, bush beans, 
beets, carrots, spinach and 
cucumbers—is only $3.65. 
This, Fell figures, ’is capable 
of yielding sufficient fresh, 
flavorful vegetables for a 
family of four and saving $120 
on food bills.” 
Fell claims that people who 
have never gardened before 
can succeed with this plan, 
producing tasty, vitamin-rich 
food from spring until fall, 
with time spent gardening 
written off as healthy exer­ 
cise. 
“ It’s a versatile garden,” 
he adds, “ and varieties can 
bp added or changed ac­ 
cording 
to 
personal 
preference. Radish, turnips, 
parsley and onions, for 
example, can be 
added 
without much extra space, or 
substituted for other varieties 
featured in the garden plan.” 
All the varieties recom­ 
mended are easy to grow.

Hubrecht said the Groves four- 
county projMhsal did not list a firm 
price for supplying state needs in 
Mineral, Hardy, Grant and Hampshire 
counties, and that he was not sure if 
the state could accept such a bid.

In Kentucky 


Auto Chase 


CARROLLTON, Ky. (AP) — A 
Kentucky state trooper is nursing 
injuries today after a liigh-speed car 
crash Tuesday as a hostage of two 
men. 
State trooper Wayne Hoard suffered 
a broken nose and bruises after being 
abducted at gunpoint and surviving the 
crash of his patrol car. 
Charged with auto theft, armed 
robbery and kidnapping are two 
brothers identified by authorities as 
Thomas E. Baker, 23, a soldier 
stationed at Ft. Knox, Ky., and I,arry 
VV Baker, 20, of Columbus. 
Trooper Hoard was taken captive 
after spotting a 
car 
fitting the 
description of one reported carrying 
two men brandishing a gun in Carroll 
County. 
Hoard’s patrol car was com­ 
mandeered and he was held at gun­ 
boat in the back seat as tile car sped 
north. The car went out of control near 
the Gallatin-Carroll county line and 
wrecked. 
A passing motorist, Thomas Slimak 
of Coraopolis, Pa., was held hostage 
and his car taken. 
The Slimak car was intercepted by 
Trooper Mike Evans of Boone County 
and pursued north. Hoard and Slimak 
were being released as Evans ap­ 
proached. He picked up the freed men 
and continued the chase, finally cat­ 
ching the two when they pulled over. 


Late Captives Say Treatment 


Not Good, But Little Torture 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) 
While 
American fliers shot down in the 
closing months of the Vietnam war 
suffered less torture flu in those cap­ 
tured earlier, their treatment was not 
in line with the Geneva Convention, 
two returned IY)Ws say. 
(’apt. William J. Henderson of 
Milwaukee said Hanoi was concerned 
with “ humane and lenient” treatment 
because of world opinion, but the 
prisoners viewed it as “ mean and 
lean.” 
“ I’m alive,” said Lt. Col. William J. 
Breckner Jr. of Columbus, Ohio, “ but I 
lost 42 pounds in eight months.” 
Henderson and Breckner were 
among four returned POWS speaking 
at a news conference Tuesday before 


they began leaves. They had just 
completed debriefings at Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base near here. 
The others were 1st Lt. Robert M. 
Hudson and (’apt. Michael J. LaBeau, 
Ixith of Kincheloe Air Force Base in 
Michigan. 
Breckner said there still are many 
Americans “ unaccounted for” in 
North Vietnam. “ I’d like to see a fuller 
accounting” of the men still missing, 
he said. 
Henderson said the prison camp he 
was in was escapable, but the senior 
American officer ordered no escape 
attempts because the population 
around the Hanoi camp was “ quite un­ 
friendly” and an American was easi 
recognized.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Envi­ 
ronmental lYoteetion Administrator 
William I). Ruckelshaus today granted 
a one-year exteasion of the 1975 an­ 
tipollution standards for automobiles, 
but established interim standards 
requiring some use of new anti­ 
pollution devices. 
Ruckelshaus set interim standards 
which, he said, would require the use 
of “ catalytic converters” on all 
domestic 
automobiles 
sold 
in 
California in 1975. 
A .somewhat less strict standard was 
set for the rest of the nation and 
Ruckelshaus said it “ will likely result 
in some catalysts used on some models 
nationwide by 1975.” 
Ruckelshaus said he believed that 
the “oxidation catalyst” — the an­ 
tipollution device on which the U.S. 
auto industry has been working—could 
do the job and must be used if the legal 
requirement for a 90 per cent reduction 
of auto emissions is to be achieved. 
He said the purpose of his interim 
standards was to “ phase in” the use of 
catalysts. 
The 90 per cent emission reduction, 
originally scheduled for 1975-model 
cars, now must he achieved by the 1976 
models. The present law permits no 
further extension. 
The original standards would have 
limited hydrocarbon emissions to 0.41 
grams per mile compared with the 3.0 
grams permitted in 1974. 
Instead, Ruckelshaus has now set 
the 1975 standard at 1.5 grams, exactly 
half the 1974 level, arni he set a 
separate standard of 0.9 grams per 
mile for California in 1975. 
The original standard for carbon 
monoxide would have been 3.4 grams 
per mile in 1975, compared with 28.0 
grams in 1974. 
The interim standard, instead, will 
lie 15 grams in 1975 nationwide and 9.0 
grams in California. 
The 
interim 
standards 
are 
somewhat 
tougher 
than 
those 
proposed, in general, by auto com­ 
panies who sought the oneyear delay. 
In making the announcement, 
Ruckelshaus said, “ this is a terribly 
complex and important decision that 
involves the whole mix of our nation’s 


struggle for a cleaner environment. 
“ Involved are billions of dollars, 
hundreds of thousands of jobs, the 
single most important segment of our 
economy, the largest aggregate man­ 
made contributor to air pollution and 
the ambivalence of the American 
public’s intensive drive for healthy air 
and apparently insatiable appetite for 
fast, efficient, and convenient automo­ 
biles.” 


Ruckelshaus said because of the 
potential disruption of society involved 
in attempting to apply the catalyst 
technology across all car lines in one 
year, “ I believe it is the better part of 
wisdom to phase in the catalyst.” 


He said he chose California to begin 
the use of catalysts because of its 
serious air pollution problems, its 
experience with advanced emission 
controls and its characteristics as a 
relatively .separate and isolated mar­ 
ket. 


State Crime 
Unit Planned 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A F)—A bill 
establishing a state crimefighting unit 
was readied for introduction into the 
Ohio House today. 
Sponsored by Rep. Edward J. Orlett, 
D-24 Dayton, the bill would create a 
Department of Crime Prevention and 
Control. 
The Bureau of Criminal Iden­ 
tification and Investigation and the 
Peace Officers Training Council, both 
now under the attorney general, would 
be transferred to the new department. 
'I’he new unit would be authorized to 
investigate criminal activity and drug 
related crimes anywhere in the state. 
Evidence gathered would be turned 
over to prosecutors or directly to 
grand juries. 
Orlett said creation of the new 
department would qualify the state for 
federal funds. 
“ Next to ethics 
legislation, crime is the most crucial 
problem facing the legislature,” he 
said.

He reiterated that Ohio 
has been tabbed as “ a pivotal state” in 
the drive to complete ratification this 
year. He predicted the other seven 
states needed would fall into line if 
Ohio acts favorably. 
Prof. Ruth Bader Ginsburg of the 
Columbia University College of Law 
was the proponents’ chief legal wit­ 
ness. She denied claims that the 
amendment would result in some of 
the “ horrors” envisioned by opponents 
in Ohio and other states. Among them, 
she said, were fears of common rest 
rooms, women being drafted “ unless 
men are drafted,” and loss of support 
from husbands in event of divorce. 
The New York professor also 
discounted claims that discriminations 
against women can be ended through 
passage of new laws by the Congress 
and the states.” Only those who have 
failed to learn the lessons of the past 
would accept that counsel,” she 
maintained.
